SUPREME COURT. 


Tuesday, February 5th. 
In Oniginay Jupispicrion. 
Brrors Sim Francis Picaorr (CHIEF , 
‘ JUSTICE). 
MAN SHUN Wot. B18, N. CO, 

Jadgmont waa delivered by his Lordship in 
(he: action by the Man Shun Wo, merchants 
carrying on business at 227 Des Voonx Rond 
West, against-Messrs. Jardine, Matheaon and 
Compnny, the local agents of the British India 
Sieam Navigation Company, for the recovery 
of 31/863, said to have boon loxt on a certain 
shipment of birds’ nests, Menee, M. W. 
Slade and I. G. Calthrop (instracted by or, 
G. K. Hall Brotion of Messrs. Brutton and 
Hott) Toprosented the plaintiffs; and the Hon. 
Mev. E., Pollock, K.C., (instructed by Mr. 
G.. Hastings, of Messrs. Hastings ond 
Ifnstinga), appeared for defendants. 

ThoChiot Justice said:—I may state the facts 
of this case as tho plaintiff puts them very 
shortly, Ifo or his agent shipped on board the 
defendants’ yossul some. oas0s of white birds’ 
nestn; he received some cases of peanuts. He 
thereforo alloges that the defendant has not 
fulfilled his contract of carriage, as ib is 
oxpreased in the bill of lading, and seeks 10 
recover the value of his birds’ nests. The care 
in’ mavifestly of great public importance. On 
the baro statement of it, it, much resembles the 
too ecmmen accurrence, to. which all of na I 
supposo hare bean anbject, of a care of wine 
shipped and on arrival being found to contain a 
certain namber of bottles of water, {ho cage being 
in fuct delivered as shipped in ' good order and 
condition,” showing no external warks of 
damage. This. ense however presents this 
peculiar fedture, that the cases when landed did 
show external signs of not being in good 
crder and condition ; the claim is bowover not 
for dumaged goods, but for non-delirery of 
goods as shipped, and the question is how for 
this affocta the onus of proof, os it resalta from 
the two conditions contained ‘in the bill of ‘lad. 
ing, ‘shipped in good order and cotdition,” and 
“weight. contents and value unknown.” “The 
point thas raised does not acem to have been 
expressly decided, 

The shipowners reli-d in the first place on 
another condition of tho bill of lading, “This 
Company if not to be responsible for damage, 
evaporation, atc, leakage or breakage, or other 
eoneeqnence atiaing from errors, cbliterations, 
absenco of marks, or from thy insufficiency of 
the address or packing, internal or external, or 
for the condition or contents of.re-shipped or 
re-exporled gcods.” 

It innecesrary to go alittle further info the 
history of the case ju order to decide the 
question thus raised. 

‘The plaintiffa had ordered ‘six cakes of birds’ 
nests from a firm jn Balavia. They were 
shipped: by the #9. Van Rebeck, not on a 
through bill of lading to the plaintiffy in 
Hongkong, bat on a bill of Indivog to the 
Ban Ann Hoh, a firm in Singapore who 
forwarded them {o the plaintiffs by another 
stonmer on o seporate bill of lading. . There 
seems to have been somo commercial relation- 
ship between the three firms, but what it was | 
do not stop to enquire, for in the view I take 
eof the condilion of the bill of ladiog specially 
npplicalla to these circumstacces, it is 
immaterial whether the three’ firms wers one 
tirm. or ontirely independent. 

I have now. to'seo whot this exception in the 
Dill of lading really means. In the first place 
its grammatical construction does not warrant 
the linking of the word “damage” with the leat 
sentence which refers té rashipped or re- 
exported goods; nnd I am therefore unablo to 
adopt the suggesied construction tbat the 
excaption protects tho shi; ping Company only 
from ‘damage resulting frdm the fart of 
resbipment, or re-exportation, , If domage 
resuits from this it seems to mo probable, 
though I express noopinion on the point, that 
the lability would bave to be determined by 
other principles. I ‘am of opinion that under 
this clnso of the bill “of lading tha 
ahipowner claims o completa exemption 
in tke case of re-shipment exporta- 
tion, and that. it muat be read 
thne:—-" The Company is not 1o-bé reuponaible 


or 


ro-exported “goods.” If the words of thia 
exception are properly understood, tho reason 
for iis introduction is apparent; whether the 
onus of proof be on the ship or the shipper, the 
practic difficulties in the way of proving where 
damoge was actually caus d,. whotever that 
damugo may be, when the goods liave been in 
different ships, not necessarily belonging to the 
sume Company, is obvicuslp so great that the 
shipowner receiving re-shipped or re exported 
guods declines to accept ang reaponsability 
whatever, It is hot to be wondered at that the 
cluuso thould be ingorted in the bill of lading 
of o Company such ag the “ Brilish Indie,” 
whose business often compels them to deal 
with reshipped cargo,, Buf then I have to 
dioide what is the moaning of the terms used 
in the ¢xception, and whether the goods’ in 
question ‘in this action ceme within those 
terms. Ithink the mesaipg of terms used in 
@uch o document os 6 bill of Jading can be 
arrivedat only by understanding the ohject with 
which (hey ara used, tha cireumstarces to 
which they are intended to apply.: These words 
wourt be used either in their ordinary sense, or 
in o sense restricied by. tha condiliona of the 
busines with regard to which they ore used. 
Now itis not necessary to iurent an extreme 
care, auch as was sugg-sted “in. argument, 
of cates of wine réceaived, opened, and 
afterwarda repiched and ‘re-shipped” to 
another place; to show that the word is not 
intended to bo used in its ordivary sence; be- 
cause there ig a care familiar ander some 
Customs Laws which is sufficient for the 
purpose, Goods are sent on approval, taken 
delivery of, the cases ara apenea, the contents.

I snould have to 
rejeot an interpretation of thess terms which {a 
I believe consistent with the custom of shipping, 
which is reasonable, which meets entirely the 
special risks whioh the shipowners, as I believe, 
desire to avoid, which moreover cannot. be mis- 
understood, and which therefore: supposes the 
parties to bo ad idem when the cont: act for car- 
riage isontered into.

This term’ is however nol 
used in thia document, but “ roshipment;” and 
it. was contended that it must. have a wider 
meaning than “ re-exporting,” for otherwige it 
would be practically idontioal with it, |

whaxfs, lighters, or warehouses, ponding their

Whero thera 
aro import duties itis obvioug that such goods 
Will not bo passed through the customs excopt 
hy special arrangement. In euch circaraatancys 
tho term “ re-export" has o very definite mean- 
ing; and 80 algo, the custome being non-existent, 
has ‘ro-shipment," It is of coarse impossibie 
to give an exhaustive list of all the cases which 
would como within the definition which I have, 
attempled to give ; Tean only say broadly that 
any civcumstancea which ore analogous to tho 
illustrations I hava given would coma within it, 


Qu tho other band it is enay to say what fails |- 


ogtside of it. Where aotnal delivery has been 
taken'then the continuity of the voyage haa been 
broken, snd there would be a fresh 
contract entered into with tho pow ship on 
which tho goods aro placed, Tho shipowner 
may, if the-cireum-tances seem to him to 
justify it, insist on making the re-shipweal 
exception part of the contract, aad the shipper 
may accept or rej ct it as he plenses. But thia 
new contract differs esscutially from the one 
referred to in one of the illustrations just 
given, becanse there the fat that the goods 
are re-sbipped cargo ix known to. both parties, 
aud tho new contract is aniered into on that 
footing. Much stress in dealing with this 
point was Inid on the fact that although tho 
voyage qua shipboard wna not continuous, 
yet that qua consignment it was; for tho 
goody wera ordered to bo sont from 
Batavia to Hongkong, and wero in fact 80 sent, 
Only the voyage was broken, and an intormedinto 
delivery taken at Singapore.

I now pass to. the important clause of the bill 
of lading ; “weight, contents and value, when 
shipped unknown.”
